The long-awaited- “break” in 
the weather ap|iears to have come 
this week with sunny skies and 
daytime temperatures in the 7 0’s 
and throltghout this ar.-a and the 
rest of Alberta farmers and town¬ 
speople alike are hoping that the 
d\y weather will coiUitm? 1 long 
enough to dry out and ripen the 
crops and allow harvesting to pro¬ 
ceed. 

Combines ,were humming on 
Tuesday and Wednesday of this 
week and every available man was 
being pressed into service to 
speed the harvest of the big crop. 
Harvest in this district is generally 
completed by this time of year 
but the almost continuous ra.n of 
the summer and fall has held up 
harvesting operations to such an 
extent lhat at this late date an 
estimated JO percent of the crop 
is still to be safely harvested. 

Uneven ri|>cning of the crop, 
bleaching and frost have Combin-.l 
lo lower the grade of wheat and 
grain now being delivered is av¬ 
eraging about No. 3 Northern. The 
tower grade is being offset, how¬ 
ever, by the heavy yield and Vul¬ 
can district is expected to aver¬ 
age 25 to 30 bushels to the seed¬ 
ed acre if the crop is safely har¬ 
vested. Many heavier yields are 
being reported from the lighter 
soil area east of Vulcan. 

Many crops were badly lodged 
and have had to lie- swathe-1 one 
way. There has been a heavy de¬ 
mand for side delivery rakes and 
swath turners to speed up the 
drying of grain already in the 
swath. 

Practically every available com¬ 
bine in the district has been pul 
into service and farmers whose 
grain is not yet rfpe enough o-- dry 
enough to thresh are working in 
their neighbors’ fields. Harvesting 
of this crop has become a race of 
men and machines agatrNi rfmer 
Three weeks of dry weather would 
put the bulk of the crop into ele¬ 
vators and granaries.

A frequent cryt in the ear of every edior is “Why Calgary School 
don’t you go after so-and-so in the paper?” It may be 
an organization or aiy' individual that is up for criti¬ 
cism, but the self-appointed street comer judge al¬ 
ways has a forceful argument as to why “something 
should be done.” 

Well, an editor generally tries to follow up the mat¬ 
ter brought to his attention. He makes every effort to 
get both sides of the question and ends up with quite 
a bit of information, pro and con. It may be a matter 
of something being done that seems questionable, or 
-of something not being done, for no apparent reason. 

Usually, a little probing brings forth the conclusion 
that there were definite reason^ why that particular 
course of action was followed by the individual or or-* 
gan iza tion in question. 

How easy it would be to take a firm stand on some 
contentious question by refusing to hear anything 
but one angle. And it would also be easy to make ir¬ 
reparable mistakes by pursuing this policy. Unless, af¬ 
ter weighing up all information gained, there has 
been an obvious injustice, the editor will likely leave 
the topic quite alone. 

We ran across a candid little story the other day by 
a writer who confesses he once seized the opportunity 
to write a guest editorial, rejoicing in the chance it 
would give him to air his grevances and “mow down” 
a few officials who apparently were neglecting their 
jobs. He started off like a whirlwind, but soon his ea¬ 
ger pen halted. He began to re-read his production, 
disturbed by the sudden thought that his attack was 
one-sided and might not stand up to the cold scrutiny 
which is the test of the printed'word. Sure enough, it 
didn’t look so good on paper, although it had sounded 
really fine when he was spouting off on the street 
comer. He revised and rewrote, revised and rewrote, 
but his peeves still looked pretty silly when they were 
committed to paper, and he finally gave up the whole 
idea. ^ 

And that sums it up quite nicely. The printed word So, Note Book New, if you would 
does not permit of the extravagances granted to street 
corner arguments and discussion. But for a well pre¬ 
sented argument or viewpoint it is still the best med¬ 
ium.

The Town Council co-operated with citizens in the 
Spring in what was called Clean-up and Paint-up 
Week. For this they deserve to be commended. How¬ 
ever, during a wet season such as we have endured 
this year it has become apparent that something 
shpuld be done to clean-up under foot in Vulcan. 

This was never more evident than during the very 
wet month of September. One needed only to observe 
the youngsters plodding along to school to notice the 
poor condition of sidewalks and crossings leading up 
to the school at the far end of the town. Many young 
folks have to. walk about a mile in the mud several 
times a day. 

While sidewalks exist in some parts of the town 
there are streets leading cTrectly to the school without 
a sidewalk for many blocks. Even where there are 
sidewalks the crossings are buried in mud. 

We think that a small crew of men with shovels 
and a few loads of cinders could improve the walking 
conditions in our town. This is work that could be 
done when other work is at a standstill. 

The stop signs installed this year are fine to bring 
the auto traffic into line.However, we think that we 
need attention to the sidewalks so that pedestrian 
traffic can get going.
